Claim 1 (cancelled). A wound covering pr ess ur e r e lieving pad compri s ing: 

a: a sh e ll, having a base with a p e riphery and a side projecting upwardly from said 

bas e adjac e nt to said p e riphery, wherein said base and said s id e form a cup contour e d to 
accommodat e a sp e cifi e d body part; 

k a platform, fixedly attached to said sh e ll base such that said platform opposes 

said s h e ll, s aid platform b e ing compos e d of a r e sili e nt foam mat e rial; and 

e-. a m e ans for reversibly securing said sh e ll to said body part. 

Claim 2 (cancelled). The pad of Claim 1 wh e r e in said sh e ll is composed of a re s ilient foam. 

Claim 3 (cancelled). Th e pad of Claim 2 wher e in said sh e ll i s compos e d of a visco e lastio 
foam material. 

Claim 4 (currently amended). The pad of Claim 1 A wound covering pressure relieving pad 
comprising: 

a. a shell having a base with a periphery and a side projecting upwardly from said 
base adjacent to said periphery, wherein said base and said side form a cup contoured to 
accommodate a specified body part, and wherein said shell is composed of a plurality of 
layers of a resilient material, said layers being fixedly attached one to another, and each 
layer including an aperture sized and positioned to form the cup; 

b. a platform, fixedly attached to said shell base such that said platform opposes 
said shell said platform being composed of a resilient foam material; and 

c. a means for reversibly securing said shell to said body part . 

Claim 5 (original). The pad of Claim 4 wherein said shell layers are composed of a 
viscoelastic foam material. 

Claim 6 (original). The pad of Claim 4 further including at least one non-continuous layer 
secured to said shell layers so as to form a rim on said cup, wherein said rim includes a recessed 
area. 

Claim 7 (currently amended). The pad of Claim 4- ^wherein said platform is composed of a 
viscoelastic foam material. 

Claim 8 (currently amended). Th e pad of Claim 1 A wound covering pressure relieving pad 
comprising: 

a. a shell, having a base with a periphery and a side projecting upwardly from said 
base adjacent to said periphery, wherein said base and said side form a cup contoured to 
accommodate a specified body part: 
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b. a platform, fixedly attached to said shell base such that said platform opposes 
said shell, said platform being composed of a resilient foam material, and w herein said 
platform is composed of a plurality of layers of resilient material : and 

c. a means for reversiblv securing said shell to said body part . 

Claim 9 (original). The pad of Claim 8 wherein said platform layers are composed of a 
viscoelastic material. 

Claim 10 (currently amended). The pad of Claim 4- 8_wherein said securing means is at least one 
strap, positioned between said shell and said platform. 

Claim 11 (original). The pad of Claim 10 wherein said strap is made of gauze, linen, low- 
denier cotton, low-denier polyester, or a combination thereof. 

Claim 12 (currently amended). The pad of Claim i 8_further including a an exudates-absorbing 
material fixedly secured within said cup. 

Claim 13 (original). The pad of Claim 12 wherein said exudate absorbing material is a 
hydrophilic polyether polyurethane foam. 

Claim 14 (previously cancelled). A wound covering pres s ur e r e li e ving pad comprising: 

et a first layer of resili e nt mat e rial having an ap e rtur e of suffici e nt siz e to 

circumscribe a wound; 

k a s e cond lay e r of re s ilient material fix e dly attach e d to said first layer such that a 

cavity i s formed; and 

e-. a means for rev e r s ibly securing said first lay e r to a pati e nt's skin . 

Claim 15 (previously cancelled). Th e pad of Claim 1 4 wh e r e in said first lay e r is 

compos e d of a r e sili e nt foam. 

Claim 16 (previously cancelled). The pad of Claim 15 wh e r e in said first layer is 

composed of a visco e lastic foam material . 

Claim 17 (previously cancelled). Th e pad of Claim 17 wh e r e in said second layer is 

compo s ed of a r e sili e nt mat e rial. 

Claim 18 (previously cancelled). Th e pad of Claim 17 wh e r e in said s e cond lay e r is 

compos e d of a visco e lastic foam mat e rial. 

Claim 19 (previously cancelled). - The pad of Claim 1 4 wherein said securing means is at 
least one strap, positioned betw ee n said first layer and said second layer. 

Claim 20 (previously cancelled). Th e pad of Claim 19 wh e r e in said strap i s mad e of 

gauz e , lin e n, low d e ni e r cotton, low d e ni e r poly es t e r, or a combination th e r e of. 

Claim 21 (previously cancelled). The pad of Claim 1 4 further including a e xudate 

absorbing mat e rial fix e dly secur e d within said cup. 

Claim 22 (previously cancelled). Th e pad of Claim 21 wh e rein said e xudat e absorbing 

material is a hydrophilic polyeth e r polyurethan e foam. 

Claim 23 (previously cancelled). Th e pad of Claim 1 4 furth e r including at least on e cavity 

lay e r having an ap e rtur e of suffici e nt siz e to circumscribe said wound, s aid cavity lay e r being 
fix e dly attached to said first layer opposite said se cond layer. 
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Claim 24 (previously cancelled). The pad of Claim 14 further including at least on e bas e 

layer fix e dly attach e d to said seoond lay e r opposit es said first lay e r. 

Claim 25 (previously cancelled). A wound cov e ring pre s sure reli e ving pad comprising: 

Or. a layer of resilient mat e rial, having a first face and a second fac e ; 

& a lay e r of adhesiv e , covering the first face of said resili e nt mat e rial; 

e: a lay e r of exudat e s absorbing mat e rial position e d on said adhesive layer; and 

& a moans for r e v e rsibly securing said absorbing mat e rial adjacent to a pati e nt's 

skin. 

Claim 26 (previously cancelled). Th e pad of Claim 25 wh e r e in s aid r es ili e nt mat e rial is a 

vi s co e lastio mat e rial. 

Claim 27 (previously cancelled). The pad of Claim 25 wher e in said adh es ive is a silicon e 

based material. 

Claim 28 (previously cancelled). Th e pad of Claim 25 wher e in said exudate absorbing 

material is a hydrophilic polyother polyurethan e foam. 

Claim 29 (previously cancelled). The pod of Claim 25 wh e r e in s aid securing means 4s-at 

l e ast on e strap, po s itioned betw ee n said resilient material layer and said absorbing material lay e r. 

Claim 30 (previously cancelled). The pad of Claim 25 wh e r e in said absorbing material 

lay e r i s small e r than said r e silient material lay e r and said absorbing mat e rial lay e r is po s ition e d 
on said r e sili e nt material layer so as to leave a band of adhesive expos e d at th e out e r e dg e of said 
resili e nt mat e rial layer, and wh e r e in th e m e ans for reversibly securing said absorbing mat e rial 
adjac e nt to a pati e nt's s kin is the band of adhesive.
